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"A new study from Karolinska Institutet demonstrates that our 
view of what is morally right or wrong is shaped by how 
widespread a particular behaviour is." 

First of all, this shows how mass media can be used nefariously 
to alter people's sense of right and wrong. Tv and film can 
portray certain actions and behaviors as common when in 
reality they are rare. Even if the producers of these programs are 
not deliberately trying to promote immoral behaviors, the mere 
fact that they are portraying them in and of itself contributes to 
the spread of those behaviors. 

Secondly, this shows the importance and wisdom of the Islamic 
imperative of hisba: enjoining the good and forbidding evil. If 
people commit immorality openly, their actions not only affect 
themselves, they affect all of society as that immoral behavior is 
normalized little by little. 

Those who shout, "Don't judge me!" and insist that onlookers 
mind their own business because their actions only affect 
themselves are gravely mistaken. Their actions are inherently 
everyone's business. Everyone has a stake and, as such, has a 
duty and a *right* to react. 

Of course, the form that that reaction takes depends on the 
context and one's authority relative to the offender and 
ultimately the reaction should be undertaken with wisdom. As 
the Prophet, peace be upon him, said: 

"Whosoever of you sees an evil, let him change it with his hand; 
and if he is not able to do so, then [let him change it] with his 
tongue; and if he is not able to do so, then with his heart — and 
that is the weakest of faith."

However, the sound creed never antagonizes an upright 
intellect. 

9) The Sound Creed was the focus of the da'wah of all the 
Messengers of Allaah.

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Partisanship to a Scholar or a Da'ee 
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Question: 

What is the ruling of an individual who loves a scholar or a Da'ee 
and says: I love him very much, I do not want to listen to anyone 
refuting him and I take his word even if it goes against the 
evidence, because the shaykh has more knowledge of the 
evidence than us? 

Answer: 

This is detestable and blameworthy partisanship and it is not 







allowed. We love the scholars-and all praise is to Allaah-and we 
love the Du'aat (callers) for the sake of Allaah, the Mighty and 
Majestic. However if one from amongst them makes an error in 
an issue, we make clear the truth in that issue with the evidence 
and this does not decrease our love for the one who is refuted 
nor does it decrease his status. 

Imaam Maalik-rahimahullaah- said: "There is no one from 
amongst us except that he will refute or be refuted, except the 
companion of this grave." Meaning the Messenger of Allaah 
SAIIaahu Alihee Wasallam. 

If we refute some of the people of knowledge and some of the 
people of virtue, this does not mean that we hate him or 
dispraise him, we only make clear what is correct and for this 
reason some of the scholars, when some of their colleagues 
made an error, said: "So and so is beloved to us, however the 
truth is more beloved to us than him. " And this is the correct 
way. 

Do not understand from this that to refute some of the scholars 
in an issue where they have erred in, means lowering them or 
having hatred for them. Rather the scholars have not ceased 
refuting each other and at the same time being brothers and 
having mutual love. It is not allowed for us to take everything 
that an individual says unquestionably, whether he is correct or 
in error, because this is partisanship. 

The one whose statement is taken absolutely and nothing from 
it is left, is the Messenger of Allaah Sallaahu Alihee Wasallam. 
Because he is a Messenger from his Lord and does not speak 
from his desires. As for other than them (messengers), then 
sometimes they make errors and sometimes they are correct, 
even though they may be from the best of the people, they are 
Mujtahidoon that make mistakes at times and are correct at 
others. No one is infallible from falling into error except the 
Messenger of Allaah Sallaahu Alihee Wasallam. It is therefore 
Waajib that we know this and that we do not remain silent upon 
error, due to love of an individual. Rather it is upon us that we 
make the error clear. 

The Prophet Sallaahu Alihee Wasallam said: "The religion is 
sincere advice. We said: To whom. He said: To Allaah, His book, 
His messenger, the leaders of the Muslims and their general 
people." 

So clarification of an error is advice for all, as for concealing it, 
then this goes against advice.

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We are getting closer to the month of Ramadhaan and no 
controversy regarding Hijiriyyah calendar; Al-hamd-li-llaah! 

Why is it only in Ramadhaan and Dhul-Hijjah that there is always 
controversy on Hijiriyyah calculation? 

Me: Nothing but problem of not accepting the Sultan as our 
Ameer. 
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Do you know who a pogonologist is? Read patiently and have 
the scope of your mental shelve widened. 

Those common unsimilar pictures of Jesus hung in churches and 
in Christian homes indisputably depict the man (or men) therein 
as a bearded person(s). So why should a Christian stereotype a 
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muslim whose chin is filled up with hairs like his Jesus? Why tag 
him a terrorist for acting as done Jesus? Isn't he supposed to 
wear beard like the "God" or "son of God" he claims to love 
passionately? Why does he shave his beard when his supposed 
model wore his? Isn't he proud of his outlook? 

Wearing beard is apparently no sign of unsociability. It is an act 
that is as glorified as clothing oneself, even by the aethiests of 
yore who shallowly held that there was no Supreme Being 
called God. In 1955, when the wearing of beard was 
preponderant among scholars of different specialisations - 
science especially - the word, pogonology was accorded entry in 
the dictionary as the study of beards. Till the moment, it is an 
uncommon field with a very few persons as its professionals 
known as pogonologists. 

If keeping beard was a sign of unsociability, why did the popular 
father of Biology - Charles Darwin - had his chin thickly haired? 
Or could an international discoverer of sciences be badly 
labelled as uncivilized? The answer is a definite, upper-cased 
"NO". Why? Because it wasn't done in the name of any religion, 
right? That is shallowness and irrationality! 

Today, there are lots of guys who are likely to be taken for 
imams or alfas given the hairiness of their beards, especially 
when they are clad in the native attire and ultimately topped 
with an "agbada". While some of them are Christians, those who 
claim Islam among them might have never stepped a foot in the 
mosque. They may not even know how ablution is done let 
alone have a mastery of how to genuflect in solah. Some of 
these people might have at one time or the other abused those 
who had done it in the name of Sunnah. They later found an act 
they had abused fashionable and they embraced it, not to 
accrue any reward to themselves, but to show off. 

The holy Prophet commanded that beard be worn by muslims 
to get themselves uniquely distinguished from mushrikuun. The 
Prophet did not only do the talk, he did exemplarily walked the 
talk. He was bearded. His companions were bearded. The other 
recommended generations were equally bearded like their 
forebears. Why then would any obedient muslim decide to 
make his chin an artificial desert? Why shave off your beard 
when your predecessors - those you were commanded to model 
- never shove theirs? Come on, you've got to be sunnatic, 
brother. 

Aside the reward for following the Prophet, beard adorns the 
face of the wearer. It beautifies the physiognomy of the keeper. 
It adorably dignifies the person as well. 

Beard requires some treatments, such as combing and 
creaming. Never mind the one whose beard is unkempt. Never 
get discouraged by his laxity. It is Allah you want to worship, not 
human. The laxity of a worshipper isn't a rational factor for you 
to be lax. Some people are unfortunately naturally dirty. Sunnah 
never taught them to be. You may call their attention to it, 
perhaps they will heed. Be a Muslim for Allah, not for human. 
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OK you don't get it... 

It is as simple as this... 

I know of at least 4 final year students who were at the verge of 
passing out from the "pressure cooker" called university of 
Benin... they died while in the struggle... 

OK I also remember attending their janaaiz.. I can remember 
the coldness of one the corpse... 

I remember the pathetic, heart trifling and teary state I met the 
families... 

By Allah, amongst them were brilliant doctors to be and a rare 
pharmacist, intelligent to the marrow. 

In fact, one of them reads to the extent he developed red eyes, 
only salah takes him away from his books... 

I tell you this ikhwaah....: 

"What is not certain is that you will graduate but that which is

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Polytheistic religions all have one thing in common: incarnation, 
which is that God dwells in His creation.

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BIG BROTHER NAIJA: A FILTH

A couple brought out their matrimonial bed and attempted to 
make love to each other in public glare. I am doubly sure that 
they wouldn't have gone a minute long before people would 
pitifully come to the rescue of their seemingly irredeemable 
madness, let alone unmarried man and lady doing same on the 
screen.

Why 
would there be no recession in the land when our priorities are 
not properly set; when our human capital isn't solidified; when 
trivialities reign over priorities. 

The brainy child who is supposed to pass on his braininess to 
the next generation as a teacher is itching to end up a celebrity 
via BBNaija, Mr/Miss Naija etc. He surely knows that a teacher 
isn't anywhere near the richness of the winner of BBN. He will 
not yearn to be a farmer because he knows that such a job isn't 
a shortcut to becoming wealthy. Therefore, those to train 
upcoming generations aren't available for the teaching job. 
Those to put food on the table for the nation have run into 
celebritism.

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Question: Is it allowed to pray in shoes? 

Answer: Yes, it is allowed to pray in shoes because it was 
established from the Prophet - sallaLlahu 'alayhi wa sallam - that 
he did so. 

Question: What is the ruling regarding praying in shoes? 

Answer: The ruling of Salaah in shoes is that it is recommended, 
the evidence for this is the statement of the Messenger 
[sallaLlahu 'alayhi wa sallam]: 'Act differently from the Jews, for 
they do not pray in their sandals or their shoes'. 

This order is for recommendation. The evidence for its 
recommendation is that the Messenger of Allaah - sallaLlahu 
'alayhi wa sallam - prayed barefoot, likewise he prayed in shoes, 
had it been that the order was an obligation, the Messenger - 
sallaLlahu alayhi wa sallam - would not have opposed it. 

With close observation, the point of recommendation is 
implementing this Sunnah based upon how he - sallaLlahu 
alayhi wa sallam - performed it, this is keeping its conditions. 

Question: Does praying in the shoes have conditions? 

Answer: Praying in the shoes has two conditions: The first 
condition: There should be no filth under the shoes. The 
Messenger sallaLlahu alayhi wa sallam said: When any of you 
comes to the masjid, he should see; if he finds filth on his 
sandals, he should wipe it off and pray in them. 

Thus the first condition for offering Salaah in shoes is that the 
pair of shoes should be free from filth. 

The second condition: praying in shoes should not cause any 
harm (to others), because he - sallaLlahu 'alayhi wa sallam - said: 
'Do not harm, do not reciprocate harm.' Definitely, the 
Messenger - sallaLlahu 'alayhi wa sallam - never prayed in the 
masaajid furnished with rug [or tiles], he only prayed on the 
sand and mat. If the rug will be dirtied with the shoes, or harm 
the people, he should not pray in them. Because implementing 
a Sunnah needs to be upon the Sunnah, we will implement the 
Sunnah as the Messenger - sallaLlahu 'alayhi wa sallam - 
implemented it. It is not right that the only aim of a Muslim in 
the Sunnah is merely implementing it, without considering the 
way [or conditions] the Messenger - sallaLlahu 'alayhi wa sallam 
- did it. 

This is an important principle that deals with the reality of 
following the Messenger sallaLlahu 'alayhi wa sallam and acting 
upon the Sunnah. Ibn Taymiyyah mentioned it in Al Majmuu' Al 
Fataawaa vol.1 pp.274-278. 

Question: Where should the praying person place his shoes, 
when he prays barefooted? 

Answer: If a Muslim prays barefooted, he will place his shoe at 
his left side, if there is nobody there, if a person is there, he 
should place it in between his feet as was reported in the 
narration which was mentioned by the author [Ash-Shaykh Al 
Albaanee]. He - sallaLlahu alayhi wa sallam - said: 'When any of 
you prays, he should not place his sandals on his right side or on 
his left so as to be on the right side of someone else, unless no 
one is at his left, but should place them between his feet.' 

But what some people do by placing the shoe in their fronts and 
making sujud to its direction is neither right nor befitting. 

Question: If a Muslim prays in his shoe, and it becomes clear to 
him during the Salaah that there is impurity under his shoes, is it 
allowed for him to put them off during the Salaah? 

Answer: Yes, if a Muslim prays in his shoes, and it becomes 
known to him during the Salaah that impurity is under his 
shoes, it's allowed for him to put it off, and build on his Salaah 
[that is, he should continue his Salaah] because of the narration 


that the compiler [Ash-Shaykh Al Albaanee] cited from Abu 
Sa'eed Al Khudree: When the Apostle of Allah (sallaLlahu 'alayhi 
wa sallam) was leading his Companions in prayer, he took off his 
sandals and put them on his left side. So when the people saw 
this, they removed their sandals. When the Apostle of Allah 
(sallaLlahu 'alayhi wa sallam) was leading his Companions in 
prayer, he took off his sandals and put them on his left side. So 
when the people saw this, they removed their sandals. When 
the Apostle of Allah (sallaLlahu 'alayhi wa sallam) finished his 
prayer, he asked: 'What made you remove your sandals?' They 
replied: 'We saw you remove your sandals, so we removed our 
sandals.' The Apostle of Allah (sallaLlahu 'alayhi wa sallam) then 
said: 'Jibreel came to me and informed me that there was filth in 
them. When any of you comes to the masjid, he should see if he 
finds filth on his sandals, he should wipe it off and pray in them.' 

There is evidence in it that the movement that occurs in Salaah 
because of necessity or unforeseen matter does not invalidate 
the Salaah. 

In it [the narration], if the praying person has impurity on him 
that he was not aware of, his Salaah with the impurity is not 
invalidated, as long as he not aware. 

The evidence is: "The Messenger - 'alayhis salaatu wa sallam - 
built upon the Salaah that he prayed with the shoes that had 
impurities." 

Had it been the Salaah was invalidated because of the impurity 
that was before, the Messenger of Allah (sallaLlahu 'alayhi wa 
sallam) would have repeated his Salaah.
